FUMIGATION WITH TOBACCO 
Tobacco has other uses than 
through the pipe, cigar or cigarette. 
As Dominion Entomologist, Arther 
Gibson and his assistant, Mr. W.A. 
Ross, say in their bulletin on “In- 
sects Affecting Greenhouse Plants,” 
such insects as plant lice or aphis 
can be controlled by fumigation with 
tobacco, There are various nicotine 
preparations that can be purchased 
but these should be used strictly ac-

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DEPOSE SHAH OF PERSIA 

LONDON, Nov. 2.—The desposi- 
tion of the Shah of Persia by the 
Persian national assembly “for the 
sake of the national welfare” caus- 
ed no surprise here, but the action 
of the Mejliss on Saturday in over- 
throwing that dynasty had not been 
expected> The succession of some 
member of the family frequently 
had been suggested when reports of 
the impending dethronement of Sul- 
tan Ahmed Mirza Kajar, the 27- 
year-old shah, were current. 

Some doubt is expressed as to 
whether the abolition of the dynasty 
represents the feeling among Per 
sians, who are said to have the con- 
ception that the monarchy was 
strong. Thevoice of the people, it is 
thought here, possibly will be heard 
on this point as soon as elections to 
the announced assembly begin. 

Much, however, seems likely to 
depend on Premier Reza Kham, who 
is regarded as not a strong man, but 
both of strategy and 
statescraft. He likely will sound pub- 
lic opinion respecting the form of 
the new government. This, it is said, 
he can afford to do as it is virtually 
certain he will restrain all real pow- 
er in Persia in any case. 

There is a rumor in London that 
Reza has seized the throne himself 
but this cannot be confirmed, A dis- 
patch to the Morning Post from 
Teheran, the Persian capital, reports 
that the former crown prince left the 
city on Saturday for Paris, accom- 
panied by a detachment of soldiers. 
The dispatch adds that everything 
was quiet and that the city was to 
be illuminated for three nights asa 
sign of rejoicing. 

Reza Kham has risen from an 
humble station. He was formerly a 
groom and subsequently a trooper in 
the Persian Cossacks. He suddenly 
gained prominence when in 1921 he 
headed a military revolt which over- 
threw the government. Reza then 
became minister of war and‘in 1923 
premier, He declared himself in fov- 
or of a republic, but was thwarted in 
his efforts to establish one by the 
opposition of the priests. However, 
Reza had held power since that time 
as the virtual dictator, modelling 
his conduct in example of Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha, president of Turkey. 
Early in 1925 he induced the nation- 
al assembly to appoint him com- 
mander-in-chief of the army. 

The Morning Post says the shah 
recently determined to return to 
Persia from his unlimited vacation 
in Europe and engaged a suite on 
a liner sailing for Pe but that 
he has cancelled his arrangements.
